PREMIER BRACKEN’S DILEMMA 

In the most logical but least satisfactory way 
of all, Premier Bracken is attempting to un- 
scramble the political egg. No single party in 
Manitoba has a majority. So Mr. Bracken, the 
Liberal-Progressive, is reported to be dickering 
with the Conservatives for a Coalition govern- 
ment. The Conservatives have the next largest 
number of supporters in the House. United— 
if that is the proper word to use—they will have 
an ample working majority the C.C.F., 
Communist, Social Credit Independent 
groups.

Australia’s Minister of Defence says that 
Dominion is going in for a thoroughly modern 
and adequate system of defence. Details are 
not given in the despatch, except in one par- 
ticular. “The air force personnel would even- 
tually be 2060, with a citizen force of 395 mem- 
bers.” 

From that a good deal may be inferred as to 
the size of the other branches of the service 
contemplated. A permanent air force of that 
magnitude implies a standing army of size, and 
a navy such as no Dominion has yet built. 

Canadians take less interest in defence than 
Australians do, largely because of geography. 
But it is time we paid more attention to it. 
Should the League of Nations collapse, the 
subject will immediately compel interest here 
as in every other country. 

If “collective security’—doubtful as it is— 
should be abandoned, the only alternative will 
be individual national security—with each part 
of the British Empire contributing its “quota” 
for the common defence. In plain language this 
means that every nation which wants to remain 
free to govern itself will have to arm to the 
teeth, and stay armed, scrapping obsolete equip- 
ment and building new, and always building 
more, and more costly. 

Those isolationists, who would have Canada 
withdraw from the League and lend its in- 
fluence to the abandonment of “collective 
security” should ponder this alternative. How 
would they like war taxes modelled on the 
European pattern; along with gas masks and 
raid drills for the civilian population?

Swimming Good For 
All-Round Development 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

While swimming is one of the finest all- 
year-around sports, many people swim only 
during the summer. I regard swimming as a 
very healthful exercise as well as one which is 
thoroughly enjoyable. This sport offers a splen- 
did way to build up the body and one who 
swims well develops all of 
the muscles equally well, so 
that the figure gains pleasing 
proportions, This is one of 
the reasons why it is so good. 
for women. If you noticed 
the pictures of the champion 
women swimmers in the 
Olympic Games, you will re- 
member that all of them have 
exceptionally beautiful fig- 
ures. Any woman who wishes 
to improve her figure and 
her health will do well to swim. 

Swimming is helpful both to those who are 
in normal health and those who wish to gain 
better health. One of the best known cases of 
improvement of health by swimming is that of 
President Roosevelt, who was so badly crippled 
by infantile paralysis that he was forced to walk 
on crutches, Someone finally interested him 
in swimming in warm water and, after trying 
it, he wrote that “every morning I spend two 
hours in the pool. The muscles of my legs have 
improved to an extent noticeable in every way.” 
Through this warm water treatment he recov- 
ered the use of the legs and has now had a 
swimming pool installed at the White House. 
Another famous person who was benefited by 
swimming was Annette Kellerman, first woman 
to use the one-piece bathing suit, who, from a 
sickly childhood, swam her way to health and 
developed a strong, symmetrical body. 

Learning how to swim may be accomplished 
at almost any age. Children of three have won 
medals for swimming and some tots have learn- 
ed to swim before they could walk. On the 
other hand, some people have waited until they 
were past sixty to swim and then became good 
long-distance swimmers. 

A few people hesitate to swim because they 
believe that the water in the pools is not kept 
clean. This is not true in a properly supervised 
pool where the water is changed often. The 
definite health benefit of swimming would tend 
to raise the general resistance of the body and 
this would far outweigh any danger from germs. 
There is a slight possibility that any person 
using public pools may pick up Athlete’s Foot, 
which is a form of ringworm of the toes. This 
trouble is most prevalent in showers and along 
tiled runways used by the bathers. You may 
protect yourself by wearing rubber shoes around 
the pool, instead of going barefoot. 

Swimming tends to flatten the abdomen and 
tones up the abdominal organs. It is a very fine 
means of developing both the chest and arms. 
If strokes are used which call for vigorous kick- 
ing, this would improve the shape of the hips 
and legs. 

In swimming for the sake of exercise it is 
a good plan to vary the strokes used, I would 
suggest that you learn several kinds of the 
strokes used, so that you get the benefit in the 
more difficult strokes. At least part of the time 
while swimming you should try to make the 
swimming as difficult as possible so as to get 
the right amount of strenuous exercise. By 
doing this, you will use many different sets of 
muscles and will gain a better all-round de- 
velopment.

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Chancellor Hitler And His (Autobahn) 
System Of Motor Roads

Five thousand miles of roads for motor traffic, exceeding in 
capacity and traffic safety anything that the world has ever seen, 
are under construction in Germany. The first two thousand miles 
have been completed; 1940 is fixed as the year for completion of 
the entire undertaking 


These are concrete roadways, solidly built to a standard specifi- 
cation; with a specially manufactured and tested cement. There 
are no level grade crossings; all intersecting roads are carried over 
the Autobahn on bridges 


The Autobahn consists of parallel tracks, each of the clear 
paved width of twenty-five feet, with a dividing strip eighieen 
feet wide between them. All traffic is one way traffic, a track 
being only used in one direction. There are no speed limits; the 
only condition being that a driver must go as fast as his motor 
will travel so as not to slow down traffic. Places are provided for | 
leaving the Autobahn and getting back on ordinary roads.

The purpose of the Autobahn system is to link all parts of 
Germany into a transportation unit, as well commercial as de- | 
fensive—(possibly without the offensive element being over- 
looked)—so that major movements of all kinds of traffic, civil 
and military, will not tax the capacity of the system 


The roadways are cut straight through the country, whether 
smooth or rough or hill country, at a practically level grade; so 
that, in case of need, there can be a major movement clear across 
country at the greatest speed motors can be built to run. 


In addition to the lines traversing Germany from north to 
south, two roads go to the Holland Boundary; two roads to the | 
Belgium Boundary; two lines to the Austrian Boundary; and two 
lines to the Poland Boundary. When completed the Autobahn | 
system will make Germany the first and only completely mechan- | 
ized nation in the world. 


The unemployed of Germany, were given opportunity to work 
on the Autobahn system and in the cement factories; possibly with 
some hint that they had better work should they want to continue 
living. Wages average about fifteen cents an hour—with board 
and lodging in barrack-camps at about actual cost. The condi- 
tions must be fairly good as there have been ample workers at 
all times. 


The financing of the work is reported to have imposed no 
strain on the national finance; as the cost of unemployment relief 
fell in just about the proportion of the amounts paid out in con- 
struction of the Autobahn system; and the money paid to the 
workers went to increase the trade of local merchants. The total 
cost will be about one billion dollars; of which over one-third 
has been already paid out without any ill effects to the national 
structure.

SUMMER CARE OF A BOILER 
By Roger B, Whitman 

A steam or a hot water house 
heating boiler can be more greatly 
damaged in one season of idleness 
than by many seasons of use. T' 
keep a boiler in good condition 
all of the inside passages should be 
cleaned of soot and dirt. The inside 
surfaces should be protected agains\ 


rusting by a light coating of oil./| 


Any kind of oil can be used 
crankcase drainings, for example 
put on with a household insect 
spray, The smoke pipe should be 
taken down, cleaned and stored in 
a dry place for the summer. Tak- 
ing the pipe down breaks the con- 
nection between the boiler and the 
chimney, and is one of the best 
ways to protect the boiler against 
rusting. If the smoke pipe is left 
in place, the continual draft draws 
air through the boiler and there 
will be condensation as the damp 
summer air is chilled by the cool 
metal. I have seen boilers so rust- 
ed from this cause that the doors 
could not be opened. All doors in 
the boiler should be left standing 
open for the summer... The hinges 
and edges of the doors and other 
bare iron parts should be oiled 
DAMAGED CLAPBOARDS 

Question—The lower clapboards 
of my thirty-year-old house are 
badly in need of repair. Can new 
boards be put on over the old, or 
should the old first be removed? 

Answer—By all means, the old 
wood should first come off. If it 
is left, rotting that may have start- 
ed will go into the new wood, and 
that too will be destroyed. Also, 
the repair job can be done more 
neatly with the old wood taken off. 
STAINED SINK 

Question—My sink has brown 
spots and rust stains. I have tried 
to take them off with gritty cleans- 
ers without success. How can I 
remove them? 

Answer—Gritty cleaners should 
not be used on enamel or porcelain, 
because they cut the glaze, which 
will then stain more easily. Use 
scratchless cleaning powder moist- 
ened with kerosene, with plenty of

it. Some kinds of stains can be 
bleached out with bleaching liquid 
containing chlorine. Put enough

| “If these certificates reach the 
manufacturers or wholesalers who 
require Canadian currency to meet

“It is evident that a similar sit- 
uation might arise in connection 
with certain retail merchants, 
who, through force of circum- 
stances, are unable to circulate all 
the certificates that they may 
accept in order to co-operate with 
the government. 

“They also must be relieved of 
their surplus, so that no extra work 
will be placed on them 


OTHER REASONS 


“There may be other good and 
satisfactory reasons why a surplus 
of certificates may be redeemed 
from other business firms, hotels 
and others, which may co-operate 
with the government.
